as well as of tho Foreign Office, and he would 
compel ‘them to pass examinations before 
appointment. Consuls, he argnes, should be 
tapped out into two divisions—tbose in which 
owing to the lackf commerca or the prepon- 
derating characte of o:her matters demanding 
‘ha Consal’s attention (such, for example, as 
certain of the posts in the Near East), the 
Board of Trade would not need to interfere, 
and the candidate wosld not need to hold a 
commercial diploma ; and those in which com- 
merce is of importance. To the former class the 
Foreign Office could appoint, with or without 
power of veto ia the Board of Trade ; to the 
other the Board of Trade could appoint, with 
simply power of veto in the Foreign Office. 

But the mention of mapping out the world’s 
British consulates calls to mind another reform 
which is needed. The consular posts them- 
selves reed to be rearranged and extended. Is 
it not, for example, ridiculous to have a Consul 
at Florence, where neithar trade nor Oriental 
politics nor shipping demands soch an officer, 
and at Milan, one of the chief centres of 
Italian industry, only a Vica-Consal, who need 
not be an Englishman, and who, we believe, 
only gets something like £60 « year, out of 
which he bays his own stationery. Of course, 
he can give but a small portion of his time 
to the important interests of British trade, 
which the Consal in that city might farther. 

Why, again, should the Riviera possess nume- 
rous Consuls, while some important mann- 
facturing towns in the interior of France 
possess none? Most fisgrant discrepancy of 
al,why should Aastria-Hungary, a great and 

important commercial country, have bat seven 

British Consuls, while little Greece has four. 

teen? Even in Germany the same thing is 
seen. The Empire contains bat twenty-eight 

Britieh consular officers ; and Spain has forty- 
vight. All this must be changed. Oi coarse, 
the Foreiga Offise must be allowed to retain 
its consular representatives in places where 

here are real diplomatic reasons for a British 
representative, even thoagh there be no trade, 
but there are many posts in which there is 
neither trade nor diplomacy to serve. By 
striking these off the list the number of com- 
mercial Consale can be increased without 
increasing the total service, — ee 

_ Even, however, a total increase in the con- 
solar service mast,not be boggled at if good 
cause can be shown for representation in 
more places that the present pamber of Cor- 
sols would serve ; and there is one important 
direction ia which a considerable increase in 
‘he total nomber of commercial consular offi- 
cere is necessary. We refer to the Uolonier. 
With our Colonies we already do a third 
of our total foreign trade, ond we expect 
to do with them a large proportion in the 
fature; yet thronghout the Daughter States :f 
the Empire there is nota single Gcvernment 
official analogous to a Consol. It seems ab- 
surd ; yet, of course, one has only to think 
whats Consul is—the representative of Great 
Britain in a foreign country—to see how it 
has come about that we have no Consuls in 
the Colonies. Consuls so called, and fulfilling 
some of the functions of Consuls, we most 

sontinue to do withont; bat that is no rea- 
son why we should not have commercial Con- 
suis, and is every reason why wa 
-hould have @plentifal supply of them. Oue 
obvious reason is that foreign Powers have 
their Consuls in our Colonies buey farthering 
the trade of their respective nationalitier, and 
as for practical purposes of business Australia 
and Canada are to us as much foreign markets 
as Japan or tke United States, our trade 
suffers so long as the manofacturers of the 
Mother-country are not represented by Govern- 
ment officials in the Daughter States. 

It is also suggested — and we are quoting now 
from proposa's made by congular officers them: 
selves, who have given study to the questiov— 
that an inspec'or of Consuls chould be ap- 
pointed to visit the Consuls. periodically and 

emove inefficient cflicers from their posts. 
This proposal is, we believe, to be embodied in , 
the American reform. 

We must find room in conclusion for one m: re 
reform. Consular officers should in all cases 
be in every sense Englishmen. Without casting 
any reflection apon the gentlemen serving 38 
British Consuls who are natives of the country 
to which they are appointed, it is obvious that 
theirnational ties must create some bias in 
favour of their own country—suffidient to 
mitigate their devotion to British trade ; and 
it is noteworthy that one of the objects sought —
